The school is operating this year 
with only sixteen teachers, one less 
than they had two years ago when 
the enrollment was only 341. Some 
of the classes this year are unus­ 
ually large and the 
problem of 
classrooms has made it difficult to 
take care of everyone. 
31 pupils 
are enrolled 
in the 
bookkeeping 
class in a room which was only in­ 
tended for 25. The afternoon class 
in stenography 
found 
no place 
available in wffiich to recite, except 
in the sewing room. 
Lockers have 
again had to be placed in the cor­ 
ridors of the old part of the build­ 
ing because the space for the lock­ 
er crypt on the second floor has had 
to be transform ed into a study hall 
in order to relieve the congestion 
in the auditorium. Both pupils and 
teachers are meeting the problem 
w ith cheerfulness and cooperation 
and indications are for one of the 
best school years in the history of 
the high school in spite of the in­ 
convenience occasioned by the over­ 
crowding. 
So far, it has not been 
necessary to refuse any 
elective 
subject to any pupil 
because of 
over-crowded classes.

Municipal Water 
Plants Must Pay 
Sales Tax, Ruling 


Arlington Heights will pay ap­ 
proximately $300 per year into the 
state sales tax coffers under a new 
ruling of the departm ent of finance 
of Illinois. 
The 
ruling 
provides 
that a sales tax must be paid on 
electricity, gas and w ater sold for 
use or consumption. Approximate­ 
ly $15,000 is collected annually by 
the village fromthe sale of wrater 
to consumers and 2 per cent of this 
amount m ust go to the state accord­ 
ing to the new’ ruling. 


W ith the biting of V incent Dugo, 
12 years old, of Wheeling, W ed­ 
nesday evening, by a rattlesnake, 
discovery was made that the rep 
tiles which were recently discover­ 
ed in great numbers in the forest 
preserve north of 
Dundee road, 
had crossed the pavement and had 
entered the village proper. 
Vincent was riding a bicycle ana 
was not aware that he was bitten 
by a snake, thinking it was a bee 
sting. 
A short time later, the ap­ 
pearance of the wound gave exclus­ 
ive evidence of the seriousness of 
the bite and p r o m p t measures were 
taken to save the life of the boy. 
The physician stated that a further 
delay of 45 minutes w’ould have 
been fatal. 
Geo. Olcese, Supt, of the Forest 
Preserve, has had a large number 
of men burning over the supposedly 
infected area. 
Three of them are 
experienc'd snake men. 
Mr. Olcese 
says that a snake will not cross 
a burned area and he hopes to have 
the greater percentage of the rep­ 
tiles destroyed. 
Neighboring farmers are becom­ 
ing alarmed over the situation.

MASS MEETING 
COMMEND VILL 
BD. FOR PLAN 


Flentie and Barrett Ex­ 
plain Advantages of 
Loan From U. S. 


The projected loan 
of $50,000 
from the U. S. Government for Ar­ 
lington Heights wrater w’orks im ­ 
provement went forward another 
step last Friday evening when 
those 
attending 
a mass meeting 
were practically unanimously in 
favor of the plan which is expected 
to rehabilitate the weak portions 
of the Arlington Heights w ater sys­ 
tem. Following the explanation of 
the plan by Mayor Flentie and an 
expression by alderman O. G. Bar­ 
rett, on the advantages to be de­ 
rived on the part of the tax payers 
by having the work done now’. 
B. 
H. Jarvis moved and Peter Thomas 
seconded the motion that the A r­ 
lington H eights village board be 
commended for their action in pre­ 
senting the plan under which there 
is a possibility that a $50,000 loan 
can be secured from Uncle Sam 
and that it was the sense of those 
present that the officials 
should 
push the project. 
The vote was 
unanimous. 
Mayor Flentie called the meeting 
to order and outlined the plan un­ 
der which the U. S. government 
was aiding the public wrorks pro­ 
gram by loaning the money to con­ 
struct self liquidating projects and 
donating outright thirty per cent 
of the cost of labor and m aterials 
in such projects. 
The mayor told 
of the changes th at were needed in 
the w ater system in order that an 
ample supply will be available and 
in order to safeguard the present 
fire protection that is now* enjoyed 
by the municipality. Touching up­ 
on the savings in operating costs 
that would result by a more effi­ 
cient w’ater plant, Mr. Flentie re­ 
ferred to the probable saving with­ 
out any need of race track water, 
from repairs that are becoming in­ 
creasingly numerous 
and costly 
from the savin* on coal during the 
summer and the almost certainty 
that large leaks 
in the 
present 
mains could be located and rem e­ 
died, lowering present heavy powrer 
charges.

Mayor Flentie called upon Alder­ 
man B arrett as chairman of the 
water committee who discussed the 
actual cost to the municipality for 
the loan. 
Mr. B arrett explained 
that wffiile Uncle Sam wras ready 
to pay 30 per cent of the actual 
cost of labor and m aterials, there 
were other expenses connected with 
the improvement upon which this 
wTould not apply and th at in real­ 
ity the net cost to the village of the 
$50,000 
improvement 
would 
be 
about $37,500. Under the mortiza- 
tion plan as provided in the gov­ 
ernment act. the village would ac­ 
tually pay about $2,000 a year from 
the earnings of the w ater depart­ 
ment for a period of thirty years, 
or a total amount of $60,000, cov­ 
ering principal and interest. 
Delay Would Be Expensive 
“Let us assume,” continued Mr. 
B arrett, “that the 
plan w’as not 
adopted now’ and the village got 
alon^ as best it can under present 
conditions. Adequate w ater supply 


Dangerous to

Palatine Stunt Glider 
Pilot to Attempt To 
Break Loop Record 


One of the most fascinating ser­ 
ial maneuvers ever to be performed 
will be seen at Sky Harbor A ir­ 
port on Sept. IO, 3 p. rn. 
Charles F. Abel of Palatine, Illi­ 
nois, famous glider stunt pilot, will 
dem onstrate his supremacy in this 
type of aircraft by attem pting to 
break the unofficial w’orld’s loop­ 
ing record of 39 loops. 
Abel now’ 
holds 
the 
wrorld’s 
official 
loop- 
which was made at the Chicago Air 
Races. 
Climbing to an altitude greater 
than 8500 feet in large circles, the 
glider will part company with the 
tow ship as he cuts the tow’ line. 
At first it wall appear as if he wrere 
merely floating in mid air. 
But 
suddenly his plane wnll nose dow’n- 
W’ard in a sharp verticle 
dive to 
gain more speed. 
Then he will begin a series of 
loops such as only a few glider 
pilots have ever attempted. 
Loop 
after loop will be nerformed un­ 
til Abel has reached an altitude of 
300 feel. 
Then this intrepid pilot 
will pull his plane out of the loops 
and suddenly dive straight towards 
the 
ground in a verticle dive. 
Twenty feet from the ground, he 
will pull out of the dive and land. 
The glider Abel uses is sturdily 
constructed for acrobatic 
flights, 
and is equipped with smoke rock­ 
ets which are used during air show 
flights.

pils to open a charge account for 
manual training supplies, in the 
future all m aterials w’ifl be sold (at 
cost) to the pupils for cash in ad­ 
vance. 
It is the plan of the Board of 
School directors to furnish the 
w’orkbooks to the pupils 
free of 
charge as has been done 
in the 
past. However, pupils w’ill have to 
buy the regular text books, paper, 
pencils, pens, etc. 
The 
Parent- 
Teacher Association will 
sell the 
text books at cost plus transporta­ 
tion charges and other minor ex­ 
pense. 
Pupils are expected to be 
supplied with all necessary equip­ 
ment by the second day of school. 
The school has a small library 
from which books may be used for 
fourteen-days periods. 
If 
books 
are not returned before the end of 
this period, a cent a day w’ill be 
charged for every day 
over due. 
The library will be managed by the 
Achievement club under the super­ 
vision of the 
principal. 
Parents 
and pupils are asked to cooperate 
with the school in this respect even 
though a few’ mistakes occur. This 
gives the pupils experience 
and 
saves the district money for an em­ 
ployed worker. Pupils also publish 
their newspaper, do typing, answer 
telephones, take care of athletic 
equipment, and the 
like, all of 
w’hich also gives experience and 
saves on paid labor. 
A teacher 
should not do what a pupil can do. 
A good teacher will always find 
plenty to do without these details. 
The money collected for book fines 
is turned over to the Achievement 
club fund, and is spent as the club 
sees fit. 
The fine is imposed to 
get the books back on time. 
All 
libraries that the w riter 
knows 
anything about have some such 
rules. 
If the child learns how’ to 
use a school library, he will have 
little difficulty with city libraries 
and larger places for books the 
public uses. 
If the teachers and 
school authorities did not get the 
books returned, they would be crit­ 
icized by the public, and justly so.
